an attack, be would havo been between two tires and
eertalnly killed.

HOW RR WAS RXMRVRa
About eleven o'clock at night Consul Wilson went to

General Labarra and demanded Sustendal's Instant
release, and tbe demand was complied with.

AMSRICAS ORIIRRS PROM WASniXOTOK.
To-day orders wero received from Washington, at

least It Is so reported, and Consnl Wilson came to this
bank of the river. Very soon afterwnrd the gnnbost
Rio Bravo steamed up, crossed the river and made
fast to tho Mexican bank. This was about four
a'clock. Steam launches aro policing tbe river and
soundings have been raado.

It Is reported that the President has directed that tbe
foreign residents of Matamoros shall be protected
against tbe exactions ana oppressions ot the Mexican
authorities.

PORRIOSKRS KUOICRD.
The foreign residents of Matamoros now In this place

are greatly elated. A goodly number of them live on
the river bank. They say General Labarra will get no

more money except from Mexicans.
Late In tbe evening the gunboat steamed np to tbe

upper edge of Matamoros and carao to anchor. Ex¬
pectations of brisk times on the other side arc great.

THE WASHINGTON rSUTXCTION ORDKR.

The oraer above mentioned came directly to Captain
lohnaon, and directed him to proceed immediately to
datamoros and assist the Consnl in giving protection
o American citizens. Two days since a deputation of
oreignere residing in Matamoros wa'ted upon General
Porter and requested blm to take steps to protect them
rom outrage. The General told them to send him a

rommuniration In writing; but tbe change In the pro¬
gramme bee rendered that unnecessary.

PRKBIDENT GRANT'S ILLNESS.

President Grant was not foellng well enough to-day
to receive visitors or remain in bis ofllco. lie is suffer¬
ing moro from weakness than puln. He determinod
to take to-day (or rest, refusing to see any one and re¬

maining in a lying position. He amokod a cigar, chat¬
ting quietly and complaining only of prostration (rom
bit weakened condition. His physician administered
quinine as a tonic.
Goncntl Sherman called during tho day, and spent

sometime In social conversation with the President,
aa also General Itufus Ingalls, Acting Quartermaster
General, who la one of the President's most intimate
friends. Tho trouble of tho President's head is at¬
tributed to a continuance of severe menial anxiety.
His physician remains at the Whito House at night be-
causo Mrs. Graul feels moro composed in case of

emergency, and to prevent any sudden change obtain¬

ing headway before he could bo called.
BELKNAP'S IMPEACHMENT.

Mr. Wheeler, of New York, has Intimated to his
friends that he will decline an elcotion to be one of the
managers ol tho Impeachment of ex-Secretary Bel¬
knap. Should he perslat in hla present Intention It Is

likely that Judge I-apham, of New York, will bo
selected In his place.

GENERAL HEIGH WANTED.
General Ingalls. Acting Quartermaster General, has

written a note to General Moigs to know when be Is

going to tako charge of the Quartermaster General's
Offloe, and signifying his dosiro that It might occur dur¬
ing the coming woelc. He baa received no repiy aa yet,
but there is authority (or saylug that General Sher¬
man will at once, by direction of the Presldont, issue
some orders In tho premises.

BOUUHTON, CLERK OF THE MILITARY COM¬

MITTEE.

Quito a sensation was crssted In ths House Jnst
before adjournment by Mr. Robinson's resolution
ordering an Investigation into alleged corrupt practices
on tbe part of the Military Committee's elcrk, General
Horaco Houghton, while an Internal rovenuo collector
In Texas. Mr. Robinson Is a republican from Indiana,
and as Bougbton Is said to be only a recent convert to

democracy, and was rewardod with this comfortnblo
elerkship*by tbe committee, a good deal of party feel¬

ing was manifested on tho occasion. General Banning,
tho Chairman of the coraa>lttec,|was so amaxed at the
resolution when It was read by the Clerk that
ho asked to have It read over again. Ho save

that tho chargee against Bougbton have long
ago been Investigated and dismissed by the

Department of Justice, but the republicans are desir¬
ous of doing a little Investigation too, and tho alleged
weak spot In tho Military Committee has oflercd them
an opportunity to begin. General Banning says that
while he was absent in Ohio at the last illness of his
fatber-ln-law, be received a letter from a gentleman in

Washington asking that General Houghton bo ap¬
pointed clerk of his committee. Banning replied that
he expected to bring a good clerk, whom he knew,
from Ohio, but death in bin family and other affliction*
harried blm so that be bad no time to arrange
with tho young man, and Mr. Bongbton was
elected by the committee In bis absence. Every
republican on tbo committee voted tor Bonghton
and £ie supposed tbat tbey were making a satisfactory
appointment, as Mr. Bougbton was highly recom¬

mended by influential and well known cttisens in dif¬
ferent parts of the country. General Banning further
said tbat be was determined to havo the fullest invest!-
gation of the matter In open session.

or DETECTIVE BELL.PAPEES STOLEN BY
BELL IN THE AVERY CASE.PARTIAL CON¬

FIRMATION OF THE DETECTIVES STORY.
WHAT BABCOCE's COUNSEL, BTOBR8, KNOWS

ABOUT BELL.SECRETARY CHANDLER AND
PRESIDENT GRANT ON THEIR RELATIONS WITH

THE DETECTIVE.
The serio-comic drama which opened yesterday

with Detective Bell's tesMmony was continued to-day
by tlio deposition of District Attorney Dyer, who tilled
in the details of Bell's extraordinary conduct In St.
taula. Bell ts a puzzle to most people, and their per¬
plexity is likely to be increased by the conflicting ac¬

counts of the witnesses who speak of him here and'
elsewhere. The following is a full transcript of Mr.
Dyer's testimony:.
David P. Dyer, District Attorney at St Louts, sworn

and examined by Mr. Clymer:.
* Q. Do you know one C. S. Bell, who testified here
yesterday f A. I have seen him.

Q. Please state generally what yon know of him and
bis Inicrcourso with you A. The flrst time thst I
cvdr met Mr. Bell was in ray ofDrs at St I<ouis in the
fatter part of the fall ol 1875; I think during or about tho
tlmo of the trial or William Q. Avery; ho came to the
offlco and upon one occasion exhibited to me an

envelope with a note on the back of it purporting to lie
signed by William U. Avery; I understood it to have
been addressed to Joseph M. Kitiroy; tho exact
words of tho noto I do not recall, hut
It was to the effect tbat he was to deliver to Bell any
papers or telegrams that bo might have in his |>o**ca-
SIOU; tbat Bell snowed to me. as I then understood, 10
assure mo that no was seeking to get testimony for tho
government in tnc«e cases; in the course of this con¬
versation Hell said that he would probably go to Jefler-
soii City to see Joyce and If possible gal from hiw the
correspondence that had taken place between Joyce,
Avery and llmieock; 1 think that 1 wrote a pencil note
to the Warden ol the Penitentiary asking him lo let
Hell see Joyce in rase he went there, not mentioning
Hells name in the note, but probably using Die wont
bearer; 1 <lo not think that Hell went to Jrlferson City;
if ho did 1 have no knowledge of it: he left fit Louis
soon niter that time; lit telegraphed and wrote me
once or twice and I thiuk

in the government service to go somewhere, 1 do not
recall where; at any rale 1 made no recommendation,
nor did I answer either of the despatches or letters,
and he subsequently came to M. Louis in January or

kebrusrv; during the trial ol General Balicoek. or
about the time that ho waa to bo tried. I met Hell at
the house of Mr. Eaton, who waa employed at special
roonsei on the cases at St. I .outs, and there I had a
conversation will) him. id whH-h be told mo that dor-
ing the Avery trial or about lhat time he had taken
from iny office a package of papers marked "Avery,"
and had taken ibem lo the Lindell Hotel,
and there exhibited them to Avery and
Avery's wife; I questioned him at the lime as
to the character ol iho papers tbat ho said bs had
taken with the view ni testing the truth of hie state¬
ment to me, he staled there were certain letters irom
a man named Woodward, that there was a pencil mem¬
orandum of facts from Bluiord Wilson, tne solictor, as
to the testimony that could be had in the Treasury De¬
partment, end a despatch Irom tha Secretary ol the
treasury the despatch irom tho Secretary, as I under¬
stood. was in Hluinrd Wilson, asking him lo bring me
lo the Secretary's room; these papers and despatches I
recollected lisring I.ad in my possession, and when he
described tbcm with this particularity I wee satisfied
that he knew from some eouroe or other
that these papers were in my possession; in
the course ol that conversation he else asked
me if I bed any despatches of these people In my pos¬
session signed "BullAuofe" or "B. Pinch*" I an¬
swered no, thst I had sol; he then told mo lhat bo bad
certain documents in hie possession which would cor-

roborale to a (real extent statement* made to tne at
ibat time; Ibeee papers, 4c., he claimed to be in the city
ot New York, but Mid ho had telegraphed or written
lor them 10 be aetit by express to him In est. Lonla; ho
doerribed to m# the paper* that he referred to a* being
In a cipher, lor the purpose of Rending despatches,
which he claimed to be partly In hi* own handwriting
and partly in tho handwriting ot Mr. Luckey, and a lac
simile <>l which bo claimed to have bad published in
the Kkw Yokk Hikalii a lew daya helore then; he
claimed thnta he bad a letter Irom a man named A. U.
Bradley, lelli'ng blm to come to Wasbingtou, nod that

Ilk WOt'LO UK CAKKb FOB UaMK;
the Babcock caae wua being tried, and in the course of
this conversation he also told me alwut a proposition
made 10 htm hy Mr. Lucsey, and a conversation that
he had with General Babcoclc In reference to getting
ovldence from my otttce; all ol that conversation I am
not able to give in detail, nor tbe exact word* that he
used, but tho sum ana substance of tt was that a propo¬
sition had been made to extract trom tho office of the
District Attorney in St. i.ouis the documentary testi¬
mony that had been gathered lor tho prosecution of
that caae.

A proposition by Mr. Luckey and General Bab.
cock? A. Hy Mr. I.uckey and General Babcock, as 1
gathered Irom blm; these corroborating papers that
he then claimed to have were not in ins possession at
that tune, but tbey were subsequently placed in my
bunds, probably two or three or lour day* afterward;
tbe papers were a cipher and a letter, purporting to ho
sent by Mr. Bradley; those papers 1 had iu my posses¬
sion until recently, and I delivered them to a gentle¬
man In Hl 1 siiiis, whoso name I cannot now recall,
upon an order or Bell's, a letter wnttcn to me and a
letter written to the party to whom 1 delivered them;
1 took a copy ot the letter of Bradley and u memoran¬
dum of alt the papers that 1 delivered to this man, and
took a receipt lor them; I have not seen the pa;>ers
since; 1 would recognize them if 1 wero to see tbem
again.

Mr. Bell here produced the letter from Bradley and
tbe cipher testillvd to by him yestordoy, which uro
abown to witness.

Q. I* that tho paper (the cipher) you bad In your
possession V A. Yes, sir

y. Is that tho letter purporting to be from Bradley?
A. That is the letter that was in my possession.

Q. Had yon any consultation with your associate
counsel as lo the propriety of calling Bell as a witness
In the Bulicock case? A. I liau; during the llrst pari of
the trial ihcse papers wero not in the possession of Boll,
and my beat recollection now is that alter tho goveru-
meni had closed lla cose Iu chief, or about that time,
these pipers were placed in my hands; I discus-cd
with Mr. Broadheud and Mr. Kition tho propriety of
introducing Hell as a witness in eliiol; wo rtgardcdtbo
statements mu<iu by linn as very important, il true, and
we discussed the matter lolly; there were ittreo reasons
why we did not introduce Mm;.First, m that lime we
did not have the pa]M>rs that he said he bad had in his
possession to corroborate his statements; these pa|iors
now here are the papers I menu; Ibo second reason was
that trom the statement made by Bell ol his having
tnkeu the pu|>ers in the Avery case from my office, we
wore

tho third reaaon and the one that controlled our ac¬
tion was tho tact that Luckey, who was there and witlt
whom tho negotiations were bud, us Bell alleged, we
expected lo be called for the defence, and we deter-
mined not to call Bell In chiet in the trial, nor to ex-
hiblt these papers that have been oxiubiteu here, but id
the event that Luckey should be put on the stand as a

withess, we deteriniued to coniront aim with this
cipher despatch, which was alleged to bo In hi* ow n
handwriting and with hi* knowledge ol Brudlcy's
connection with tho matter, and then to call Boil In
rebuttal; that was tho plan ol tho prosecution in
tho case, and wo all agreed that that was
the sater and tho better course to pursue;
We doiermined to use Ilell In rebuttal In cuso cl
Bradley's or Luekcys introduction as witnesses. That
ts the reason he was not culled in chief; and as Luckey
And Bradley were not called as witnesses bytbede-
lcncc, of courso we could not call Bell iu rebuttal;
that was the reason we did not introduce blm as a
witness.

Q. Otherwise you would have done It? A. Othor-
wise wc should have done It.

Q. Have you read the acconnt of Bell's testimony
htro? A. 1 bavo glanced over tt In the Washington
papers.

y. Did you see any statement made In that testi¬
mony which aid not agree with your knowledge of
facts as lar as he has narrated them r A. 1 think tho
statement in the papers yesterday altornoou, of the
facts as given by Bell here, were substantially the same
statement of i'actsglven by htm to mo In St. Louis.
I notice that he stated here that the interview was at
my bouse; that waa not true, It was at the residence of
Lucieti Kalon, wbo was ol counsel; as to the state¬
ment that he observed despatches in iny offices that
were not used in evidence In the Babcock trial, 1 don't
thiuk be saw any despatches in luy office that were not
either used on tbe trial or oilered in evidence.
Tbe Chairman.That Is what Bell testitlc.1 here, that

they were ottered and ruled out.
The witness.I was very cautious abent the original

despatches afier they camo into my possession, they
were put In a box; 1 waa

AVKAIU or SOXK BUCK KXFI.OIT
as seemed to havo been pertormed in the Avery oase,
and I was cautious enough to take that bundle ol de¬
spatches and deposit them In tbe sale de;iosit vault
aud take a receipt Irom the inan that kept tho vault.

Q. l)ld Bell at any time lurnlsh you with any des¬
patches which we're of value to you trom Cincinnati
or elsowhere ? A. He furnished mo a lot of copies of
despatches, which were subsequently Introduced or re¬
ferred to iu the Babcock trial, known us the "Bixhy
despatches;" he suntgtbem to nr.o irom Ohio, I believe;
1 received ibo despatches at any rale, with a note Irom
BelL

Q. You say he marto Inquiry of you as to whether
you hail any despatches signed "HulOncti" or "It.
Finch ?" A. Yes, sir.

Q. Did he giro you «uv reason why ho did not think
you had tlieni? A. Ych, sir; he said in a conversation
with me that General llabcock had asked him whether
1 had in my possession any despatches signed "Bul-
AacU" or "li Finch" nnd 1 think he told me that ho
said no, he did not think that I had, to which Babcock
replied that hedtd not recollect whether he had sentany
despatches signed "Bulflnch" or "B. Finch," or
written loiters signed that way.one way or the other;
ltcll, during the Avery trial, was in|tny oillre, as I sub¬
sequently learned, and, 1 suppose, was seeking Infor¬
mation by examining papers in my desk, and a man
whom 1 bad hi my employ, named Wiseman, happened
to be there at the time and he noiilied Hell ihdt he
eould not examine any papers in the oltioe whllo 1 was
out, and Hell excused himself by saying that he waa
hunting lor a match that was in (he drawer to light a
cigar with, so I understood when 1 came In.

Q. 1 understand you to state that (be evidence In
Chief ngaiust General llabceck had been put in, and
the case closed Uemreyou reeeived this letter, purport¬
ing to he signed by llradley, and this cipher? A.
That. Is my recollection.

y. And it was tor that reason that Bell was not
Introduced in rhiel ? A. Well. 1 would not say that we
discussed the question as lo whether we would intro¬
duce him In cbiel; wo might have introduced him It wo
had bad the oorroboralivc Tacis to use at the tune,
but we tully expected that Mr. Lackey would be intro¬
duced as a witness lor the doienro, and our theory was,
of course, that Lackey knew about this iransretton. as
Boll or Babcock, aud wa did not want lo prevent tbc
delence Irom putting I.uckcy on the siaad; indeed, We
were ralbcr desirous ihat bo should be called, ami we

thought upon the whole that It was better that the
testimony of Bell should be used In rebuttal altogether.

q. Was I.uckcy subpo-naed as a witness In that case ?
A. He was, 1 think; 1 subptrnaed bun lor the govern¬
ment in.vsclt, and I think he was for lbs delence also;
1 don't recall exactly what I subpa-mied him lor.

q. Was Brauley subptrnacd, too? A. Not by ihe gov¬
ernment.

y. Waa he for the defence? A. I so understood, hut
1 have no means vl information oil that subject; a great
many men appeared there aa witnesses, anil I do not
know Bradley auu would nut know bun if 1 should see
hint now, and don't Know, in point ol lact, whether ho
wnsludt. Louis or not; a great many men appeared
aa witnesses whose names were not left with the Clerk
lo be suh|Hvnaed, and of course 1 don't know who was

¦ubpienaed.

Bell was present at the examination ol Mr. Dyer,
and by pemiiaaioa ol the Committee asked tbe follow¬
ing questions:.

Mr. Bell.The question Was aakcu here yesterday
If It was not tmeawae ol my general unreliability that
I was not i ailed on either side. 1 wish lo ask Colonel
uycr If he did not hare enough conndcuco In me to call
mo in rebuttal.

Mr. Dyer.'>h, well, I have very clearly staled that
that was the purpose; ol course, we appreciated
this fact, aa every lawyer must apprecatc It, lliat wheu
the wiui«U« gets ujM.g the stand and says
that at one timo he has extracted papers from
the District Attorney's oilicc and has carried and
shown them somen hi re he is notauisn one would
desire lo lasten to all thn lime aa a witness in chief,
and it waa lor that reason that we desired paper* to
corroborate bis statements.

Mr. Hell.You were satisfied to use me?
Mr. Dyer.Oh yea, we would have used you; no

trouble about that; Mr. Bell stated tin »c lacts to tne
during thn trial, and Ol course, aa a cautious man, I
wauled a Inile corroborative testimony.

Mr. Hell.Let me ask you whether in work of that
character It la not necessary lor a man to take extrnor-
dinary measures lor the purpose of extracting ininr-
mat on.
Mr. Dyer.'Well, 1 bare never been In that buslneia,

and canuot say.
Mr. Bell.You are well enough Informed to know

thai a man must do that.
Mr. Dyer.( have nover found It necessary In the

course ol my practice, either as prosecutor or other¬
wise, to hire tneu to destroy the enuenee of my op¬
ponents, and 1 don't think 1 would aver be engaged in
surb practice.

Mr. Hell.No testimony wee destroyed.
Mr. Dyer.Not at all, bet I would not angage any one

to do it. I bare never lound that necessary. 1 would
rather Into a case than do u.

Mr. Bell.But thens was no testimony destroyed,
was there?

IHTEBYIEW WITH MB. STORKS.

Mr. E. A. Storrs, who was tbe leadlog counsel for
General Babcock, was Interviewed by a Chicago 7Vi6-
unt roporter relative to Hell's story belore tho Clymer
committee yesterday, and says Bell Is a miserable
dead beat detective.

and staled that bo couldn't get a written contract Irom
tho Treasury otllcials, but he produced nn affidavit
written by nunsell implicating Blulord Wilson, Dyer,
Bristow and oilier Treasury officials In such a scheme.

Bell called on Mr. Chandler and
sent in his card General Hurlbut, of Illinois, was in
tho roopi and saw the card. He said to Mr. Chandler:.
"1 know llint man. He was a spy In my employ
during the war. and did good service." Mr.
Chandler then sent for Hell to come in. Ho agreed
to take him on trial, uud referred him to Chief
S|>ecial Agent I-ebarneg. Bell's commission was mado
out, but he asked a few days' timo that he might lix
up snnio matters he was engaged in. Lobarncs granted
it and Bell was nway for a month, and when he came
back he wanted his pay, saying be had been In the
servico or General Babcock. I,.'homos refused to pay
him nnd referred the matter to Secretary Chandler.

Babcock was consulted about tho servico
Bell claimed to have perlormed, and stated that it was
a myth. So Bell was given his discharge. Chandler
.ays neither Luckey nor Babcock ever spoke to him

!(about Bell's appointment, and that to his knowledge
Boll was never paid a cent by the department, although
tho vouchers show that General Cowan, thou Assistant
Secretary, ordered that ho bo paid. Chandler will go
before the committee.
Colonel Luckey says tnat Bell came to bim several

times nnd, professing to be a Irlend of General Bab-
rock, gave him what he claimed were secrets of tbo
prosecution, bnt be never employed him. District
Attorney Dyer, of St. Louts, is here, and says that
Ileit is a Iraud, and tliut he had come to him nnd pro-
leased to know all about General Uabcock's move¬
ments and was willing to expose tbcm lor money. At
one lime he Intended lo put Bell on tho stand at Gon-
oral Babrock's trial, but dared not do it
Judge Krum. General Babrock's counsel, Is also here,

been settled and a new set of books opened wbeti the

Ho and his partner reposed unlimited contldenco In
each other and each ni tended exclusively to Ills own
department of tho lirm'a business. Mr. Harlow had,
however, repeated to witness the statement contained
In his (Barlow's) testimony, that he had never paid any
money or made anv present, directly or indirectly, to

any government officer.
GENERAL RICE'S PORT TRADERRHIP NEGOTIATION.
General Rice, tho Washington attorney, whose name

has llgured so prommontly in connection with obtain¬
ing post traderships from General Belknap, wns exam¬

ined to-day beloro a sub-commltteo of tho Committee
on the Judiciary. He gave a history of tour post tra-

dersnips in Texas and New Mexico which ho hnd pro-
cured lor various parties, his compensation varying.
From oue person ho got $2,000, Irom another $5,000*
from a third ho got one-half of the net profits
of the post, and from a fourth bo got
one-third of the net profits. Ho and
General Belknap hnd been resident of the same town
(Keokuk, Iowa); had served together tn the war, and
were on friendly aud Intimate terms. Henee his suc¬

cess In getting theso appointments. He denied that
General Belknap know anything of the money which
be (Mr Rice) received for theso appointments; that bo
nad ever given or loaned (except tn somo trifling
amount, which has been always repaid) money to

Belknap, and had never given him any presents, ex-

ocpt, perhaps, gotno wine and cigars, aud a small wed
ding present to his wife.

THE RATE BURGLARY.
The safe burglary mystery Is to bo olesrcd up.

Yesterday Hon. J. Proctor Knott, Chairman
of the Judiciary Commlttoo, called upon Attor¬
ney General Plerrepont and was In secret
contoronce at the department for a long time. After
the Cabinet meeting he called again and remained for
more than two hours. It is believed that the Judiciary
Coramittoo have requested tho Attorney General to give
Immunity to Colonel Whlily if he testifies fully aud
fairly before tho committee. It Is not doubted that tho
Immunity by the Attorney General has been put lulo
the hands of tho Judiciary Committee to bo used by
them If they think fit. The whole afTalr will now come
to light.

SYSTEMATIC SMUGGLING.

HOW THE GOVERNMENT IS DEFRAUDED OF

ABOUT SEVEN MI 1.1.IONS A TEAR.WHAT IS

DONE ON THE PANAMA STEAMERS.
Sax Francisco. CaL, April 1,1878.

A statement, authorized on semi-otncial authority,
asserts that frauds on tho customs, amounting to from
$5,000,000 to $7,000,000 per year, have been jwrpe-
trated hare. A largo portion ol the smuggling is by
way of Tanama, dutiable merchandise being ostensibly
shipped troin here to New York and vice vrrta, but on the
arrival of the sloamors at I'ansma other parragrs are
substituted containing goods answering the descrip¬
tion in tlio manliest. It is also stated that a large
amount of Mexican wool enters tho country Irco from
duty, being landed on Catalina Island, oil the southern
coast, where there Is a line harbor and nocuMoui*
officers, and thence shipped hero as the product of the
island. It is estimated that by theso and other means
the government is annually defrauded of nearly Ally
per cent of the revenue.
